Lipogrammatie works, the product 
of the early Greek authors, are those 
books In which one letter of the alpha- 
bet is omitted throughout the volume. 
Tryphiodorus, when writing his Odys 
sey, had not an “a” in his first book, 
oor a “b” in his second. In so doing 
he was but copying the Lipogrammatic 
(iad of Nestor. 

Athenaeus writes of an ode by Pin. 
dar in which the latter purposely omit- 
ted the letter “s,” thereby leading us 
fo surmise that this little hoax was 
one of the literary fashions of the day. 
A Persian poet once read to the cele. 
brated Jami one of his own composi 
tions with the letter Alif consistently 
omitted throughout. Jami, who did 
not care for the sonnet, sarcastically 
made the following recommendation: 
“You can do a better thing yet, take 
away all the letters from every word 
you have written.” 

Although the Greeks originated this 
ingenious literary device, its use was 
by no means exclusive with them
